Nations in the last days of June made the 
boldest stroke of its career. It called the North 
Korean invasion (June 25) of the Republic of 
Korea a breach of the peace, demanded an end 
to it, asked member States to help enforce the 
demand. . . . Headlines as we go to press tell how 
U. N. forces, though backed to Korea’s southern 
tip, are still holding. . . . Behind the headlines is 
the story of the U. N.’s unprecedented réle in the 
Korean action, and that is the story Ambassador 
Austin relates here.

It was our 
hope and our belief that this coép 
eration would extend the victories 
against the aggressors of World 
War II into a lasting victory in

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HEN Warren Robinson Austin was gradu- 
W ated from Vermont's Brigham Academy in 

1895, the class historian predicted he would 
“go high in political circles.” That prophecy has 
been fulfilled many times over, and today Rotarian 
Austin is, as it might be put, “U. S. Ambassador to 
the World.” 

His appointment four years ago as permanent 
delegate to the United Nations Security Council— 
about which he reports on page 8—came as a climax 
to a lifelong crusade for peace. To some men that 
would have been like breaking the tape at the end 
of a gruelling race, a moment of triumph that earned 
the right to bask in the spot light and rest on their 
iaureis 

Not so with Warren Austin. Throughout his en- 
tire career he has demonstrated a perseverance, a 

nacity, a capacity for hard work. He recalls with a

Act of Chapultepec—and in 1947 to Rio de Janeiro 

At 53 years of age, when many men are looking 
forward to retirement, Warren Austin ran for the 
United States Senate. Elected by a large majority, 
he remained in the Senate for 15 years, until he was 
appointed by the President of the United States to 
represent that country in the United Nations S« 
curity Council. One of the first Senators to urge that 
the U.S.A. join a world organization, he himself had 
drawn some of the lines on the original blueprint 
for the U. N 

Hailed for his clarity and stanchness in his Se- 
curity Council mission, he has been cited by the 
American Association for the United Nations and 
the National Institute of Social Sciences for distin- 
guished service to humanity. 

The Hercuiean tasks that have confronted War- 
ren Austin have not squeezed out of his life the 
typical interests of the small-town American. At 
his home in Burlington, Vermont, 
he maintains a modest apple orchard 
where he perpetuates rare American 
trains. A testimonial to his home 
life came in 1947 when he received 

» Father of the Year Award 

A charter member of the Burlington Rotary Club 
in 1922, he continued active membership until 1949 
then accepted honorary membership. The same 
principles that prompted him to help organize this 
Club have motivated his entire career. 

Yes, Rotarians everywhere may well take pride in 
their fellow member who is Uncle Sam’s “Ambhas- 
sador to the World.”

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W ITH the first falling leaf and the first powder 
ing of frost, North American sports fans turn their 
thoughts to football and—inevitably—to a discus 
sion of a thing called the T formation. Not all of 
them know that this newest of offensive lineups is 
also the oldest, or that, having fallen into disrepute 
for its lack of power, it was revived by the Chicago 
Bears and the Stanford University Indians when its 
mobile deception was rediscovered. 

National Football League statistics reveal that 
twice as much is accomplished with the T as with 
the formerly favored “single wing.” Nearly double 
the points are scored, twice as many forward passes 
are attempted, and even gains by rushing have in- 
creased 25 percent. What makes all this possible is 
that the T masks the play and the ball carrier from 
the defensive team—and usually from the observer 
in the stands as well 

Yet, any confusion that results is certainly com- 
pensated for in the increased excitement and action 
And with a few simple rules, the spectator can be 
fairly certain of following intelligently the action 
down there on the striped turf. 

First, forget all the rules for watching the “single 
wing.” There the fan looked for the blockers to 
pull out of the line and set up the direction of the 
play. In the T the ball carrier is as likely as not to 
race in the opposite direction from that taken by 
the blockers, since deception and clockwork timing, 
not power, are the secret 

Now, consider the formation itself. (The coach 
has diagrammed it in the sketch above.) The quar- 
terback tucks himself in close behind the line at its 
very center of defensive strength, so you can dis- 
miss him as a likely ball carrier. Of the three backs 
at the bottom of the T, one goes into motion, pull- 
ing the defense out of position. That leaves just 
two men to watch. When the play breaks, you can 
be certain that both of these men will “make” as if 
they have the ball—and it is your job to determine 
which one. This takes practice in detecting ball 
against jersey, noting the mannerisms of the pivot- 
ing quarterback, and the general offensive technique 
of the players. But of course, since deception is the 
key, even this rule was made only for the T strate- 
gists to break 

That's all part of the challenge of the speeded-up 
T formation. It demands a concentration that is 
enough to send a fan off to the showers along with 
the players when the final gun is fired. And a game 
like that—well, it suits the avid sports fan to a “T.”

Trial by jury has never been 
used by other nations as exten- 
sively as by the English-speaking 
peoples, and it is now on the de- 
cline in France, Germany, Italy 
and Switzerland. Even in the 
United States the trend is toward 
decisions by Government agencie 
and away from jury decisions 
This is a dangerous trend. Much 
common-law jurisdiction has been 
taken away from the courts and 
delegated to administrative agen- 
cies. The Niemoellers and Mind 
zentys of the world are witnesses 
to the kind of judge a Government 
can be. In the last emergency 
the judgment of our fellow citi 
zens, our neighbors, is what we 
want and must have, and that 
trust in our fellow citizens is the 
very foundation of democracy 

The condition of the jury sys- 
tem today was brought home to 
me recently when I was called for 
jury service. I attended court ten 
days in all; I got on an actual jury 
in three cases, which took a com- 
bined total of two days. The other 
eight days I spent fuming at the 


way the iawyers run the jury 
system. This was no unusual 
experience either, because I have 
been called for jury service every 
two years and sometimes more 


often. This experience is typical.

The three cases in which I was 
drawn were briefly these 
1. A little girl had 
through fences and guards, down 


climbed, 


a manhole where electrical re- 
pairmen were working, and had 
cut her shin slightly; so Mother 
sued the light company. This was 
thrown out of court. 

2. A concrete ornament on a 
new house had fallen on the wife 
of the owner of the house and he 
was suing the contractor for dam- 
ages. Defense showed the woman 
was not the man’s wife at all 
Thrown out of court. 

3. Two men argued over wheth- 
er one of them owed the other a 
dollar, or 50 cents, and the one 
claiming the dollar picked up an 
ice pk k as he talked. The other 
paid the dollar, summoned a po- 
liceman, and charged his pal with 
robbery. The jury so decided 

The jurors listened with incre- 
dulity that such trifles could ever 
get into court. I came away, as 
did other jurors I talked with, 
feeling next time I would escape 
service by hook or by crook 

Lawyers deny suggestions that 
improvement is possible in the 
jury system; they 
live by juries, and 
want the legal laby- 
rinths left as they 
are.

There is no mag- 
ical, Pied Piper way to destroy 
rats overnight or in a few weeks 
To be successful, people must 
fight rats until every rat is dead 
Biologists calculate that one rat 
couple can, under optimum condi 
tions, produce 359 million off 
spring in their three-year life- 
time! Ninety or 95 or 99 percent 
kill isn’t enough. Let one male 
and one female rat escape, and all 
the work will be in vain

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A Dike Opens for a Dutch Boy 


He WAS 12 years old and 
both his legs had been paralyzed 
from birth. His family loved 
him, but they were hard-working 
people who lived on a freighter 
plying the inland canals of The 
Netherlands. Always on _ the 
move, they had had little time to 
look after him. Thus he had 
had little medical care and al- 
most no formal education. But 
he was not without friends. 

With goodwill but bad judg- 
ment, his friends fitted his wheel- 
chair with new wheels, and, 
wanting to see how fast it would 
go, they let it run with the boy 
down a steep hill to a bridge 
over one of the old Amsterdam 
canals. At first there were cheers 
as the chair sped toward the 
center of the bridge. But the 
cheers changed to cries of fright 
and warning as the chair, out of 
control, sped like a driverless 
car off the side of the bridge, 
crashing onto the deck of a canal 
boat where it teetered a moment, 
then plunged into the canal. 

When the frightened lad was 
pulled onto the deck of the boat, 
it was discovered he had broken 
one of his paralyzed legs. He 
was rushed to a hospital. It was 
then that fate and some new 
friends conspired to give this 
lad, who had known few of life’s 
pleasures, an opportunity to find 
happiness. 

At the hospital a well-known 
orthopedic surgeon took an in- 
terest in the spunky lad. About 
the same time Neville O. Hart, a 
Past President of the Amster- 
dam Rotary Club, sought out the 
surgeon to find if he knew of 
some needy and deserving case 
that the Club might help. He 
was doing this, he said, at the 
request of the Rotary Club of 
Elmira, New York. Elmira Ro- 
tarians had written to Rotarian 
Hart for mixed reasons, first be- 
cause they knew the wonderful 
work of their own “Reconstruc- 
tion Home of Elmira”—founded 


to help crippled children, for all 
members of the board of direc- 
tors were Rotarians—and they 
wanted to share this work as an 
International Service project. 
Second, they chose the Club of 
Amsterdam because one of their 
members had recently been a 
guest there and was impressed 
with the Club’s interest in Com- 
munity Service. 

It was as if some great tapes- 
try were being woven by unseen 
hands and the crippled lad sud- 
denly found himself to be the 
center of the pattern. Willing 
and industrious, he took to his 
studies at the school for crip- 
pled children with enthusiasm, 
and has there become one of the 
outstanding pupils. He is re- 
sponding well to the treatment 
the friendly doctor is administer- 
ing to correct the deformity in 
his legs (see cut). It is hoped 
that soon, with the aid of braces, 
the lad may for the first time in 
his life be able to walk. 

Since medical care is provided 
in The Netherlands for those 
who cannot afford it, the Rotary 
Clubs of Amsterdam and Elmira 
have agreed that the money from 
the United States is to be used 
for the boy’s education and fu- 
ture. In addition, the Elmira 
Club was so impressed with the 
coéperation received from Am- 
sterdam Rotarians that other 
funds have been raised to pro- 
vide new equipment for the sur- 
geon as well as two typewriters, 
unavailable in The Netherlands, 
for the school for crippled chil- 
dren where the boy is studying. 

Gerrit van Dyk, for that is the 
lad’s name, may never win a foot 
race—but there is every indica- 
tion that he will have the oppor- 
tunity to live a happy, normal, 
useful life. Rotarians on both 
sides of the ocean may take real 
satisfaction from knowing that, 
by opening the dike of helpful- 
ness, they have flooded a boy's 
life with new meaning.
